OME—Getting the experts out of Europe 
R recuirea a much more extensive cam- 

paign than we had expected. There were 
a great many of them, mostly members of our 
own Congress, and our appearance in En- 
gland at the beginning of our drive was prob- 
ably a mistake. 

At any rate, the experts in Northern Europe 
retreated toward the East, and we had to go 
into Austria to get around them. This took 
time, and it made cur tour somewhat longer 
than we had thought it would be. 

It was therefore with regret that we finally 
realized how impossible it would be for us to 
get to Greece. Greece is two days east of 
Naples, and to get there and back would mean 
another week. 


Socrates was magnanimous to decide 
against it. 
“Greece is my own country,” he said. “I 


would rather see it than any other spot upon 
earth; but ours is not a sentimental tour, and 
l realize how impossible it is. We have the 
experts to clean Our of Italy, and by the time 
we get that done our welcome in Kurope will 
be pretty well worr out.” 

We reached this conclusion while looking 
down on the Tiber from the Moles Hadriani, 
or the great mausoleum of Hadrian. Few 
structures in Rome are so impressive as this, 
as few things remain so well preserved. 

The Tiber is about such a stream as the 
Meramec River. It is not a clear stream, nor 
is it the river it was when traffic moved up 
and down it between the old city and its sea- 
port at Ostia. Still, it is the Tiber; and at 
least one bridge, though not that at which 
Horatius stood, remains from the days when 
Rome ruled the world. 

“What a strange thing it is that visiting 
the tomb of Napoleon or some other historical 
giant in Europe we so readily fall into re- 
spectful silence, while here at the tomb of Ha- 
drian we have no sensation beyond the im- 
pression made upon us by very old things,"’ 
Mr. Antwine said. 

“Is it, do you suppose, because we have for- 
gotten Hadrian who came 


5 very near being 
if he really was not the model ruler of all 


time, Or was it that he lived and worked too 
long ago for us to feel that his earth was in- 
deed our own? 

“It has seemed to me that his occurrence 
in history was-~almost unique. Given every 
power which other men have abused, and 
every opportunity which other men have neg- 
lected, he still became that exception by 
which absolutism seems at times almost to be 
justified. 

“Let us take a case out of our own time in 
the United States. We have a political out- 
break on the lowa-Wisconsin-Minnesota front 
as to which the President of the United States 
has no more theory in quiescence than one of 
us has of how Vesuvius might be made to 
stop smoking. 

“It was never so with Hadrian. He con- 
tinually journeyed about the empire familiar- 
izing himself with the needs of the people. 
One year saw him in England, Germany and 
France; another in Africa and Spain, another 
in Asia, and another in Egypt. 

“Given the same circumstances. he would 
have been in Minnesota or Iowa long ago 
sharing the hardships of the farmers, himself 
farming, mastering the problem of how the 
farm can be made to pay. 

“Imagine Mr. Coolidge, all but hiding in 
the White House from the wrath to come. as 
powerless almost to solve a great public 
lem as to make one, and then think ‘of the 
giant figure of Hadrian striding half the
